Gentlemen : 

Acting  upon  your  request  to  this  Commission  for 
an  audit  of  your  accounts,  we  have  examined  and  au- 
dited the  accounts  and  records  of  the  Selectmen,  the 
Treasurer,  the  Tax  Collector,  the  Town  Clerk,  and  the 
Trustees  of  Trust  Funds,  for  the  period  from  Febru- 
ary 1,  1940,  to  December  22,  1941,  inclusive,  and  we 
submit  our  report  in  the  form  of  exhibits  and  sched- 
ules, together  with  our  usual  form  of  certificate  for 
the  period  under  review. 


SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

The  audit  and  examination  included  a  complete 
review  and  verification  of  accounts  and  records  of  the 
above-named  town  officers.  In  addition,  we  found  it  ad- 
visable to  review  the  procedure  and  form  of  reporting 
employed  by  the  various  town  officers,  to  the  end  that 
such  reports  may  in  the  future  be  more  accurate  and 
informative. 

We  examined  and  compared  the  Selectmen's  or- 
ders with  the  Treasurer's  checks  and  supporting 
vouchers  for  the  period  under  review.  Corresponding 
accounts  were  reconciled  with  the  cash  balances  at 
the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  January  31,  1941, 
and  at  the  date  of  our  audit  and  examination. 

The  Treasurer's  accounts  and  records  were  care- 
fully examined  and  found  in  good  order.  The  verifi- 
cation of  cash  in  bank  was  made  by  reconciliation  of 
statements  obtained  from  the  bank  where  funds  were 
on  deposit.  A  complete  verification  of  cash  activities 
for  the  period  under  review  disclosed  the  necessity  for 
closer  comparison  and  reconciliation  of  balances  be- 
tween the  Treasurer's  accounts  and  the  bank  state- 
ments. 

Our  audit  and  examination  of  the  Tax  Collector's 
accounts  proceeded  with  open  balances  of  unpaid  taxes 
and  unredeemed  taxes  as  of  January  31,  1940,  and  in- 
cluded the  verification  of  tax  warrants  for  the  year 
1941,  tax  sales  records  and  cash  book  activities  for 
the  period  under  review.  Collections  and  other  credits 
by  discounts,  abatements  and  taxes  sold  were  examined 
and  compared  with  remittances  to  the  Town  Treasurer 
and  cash  balances  either  on  hand  or  in  bank  to  the 
credit  of  the  corresponding  Tax  Collector.  Activities 
covered  during  our  audit  and  examination  included 
those  of  David  W.  Curry  and  Mildred  I.  Avery,  as  tax 
collectors  for  the  period  under  review. 

Cash  on  hand  was  verified  by  actual  count,  and 
the  results  are  reported  herein  under  Exhibits  A  and 
B-2,  as  of  the  date  of  our  examination.  Unpaid  taxes 
were  verified  directly  with  the  taxpayer  of  record,  for 
taxes  levied  during  the  year  1941,  only,  and  we  shall 
comment  later  on  open  items  affecting  prior  years. 


We  examined  the  accounts  and  records  of  the 
Town  Clerk  and  verified  all  remittances  to  the  Town 
Treasurer,  together  with  the  cash  balance  either  on 
hand  or  in  bank.  Exhibit  B-3  of  this  report  indicates 
the  actual  count  of  cash  on  hand  and  the  verification 
of  amounts  due  the  Town  Treasurer  for  collections  not 
reported  as  of  the  date  of  our  examination.  No  bank 
account  is  carried  by  the  Town  Clerk  for  such  acvtivi- 
ties,  but  remittances  are  made  to  the  Treasurer  at 
regular  intervals. 

The  result  of  our  examination  of  accounts  and 
records  of  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  is  given  under 
Exhibits  E-1  and  E-2  in  this  report.  The  small  num- 
ber of  trust  funds  does  not  require  elaborate  account- 
ing, and  the  activities  are  recorded  directly  in  the  bank 
books  and  very  little  detail  furnished  otherwise.  It 
was  found  necessary  to  refer  to  reports  of  previous 
years  for  verification  and  allocation  of  income.  We 
believe  it  necessary  that  better  distinction  be  made  be- 
tween principal  of  trust  funds  and  income  derived  from 
investments.  There  should  at  no  time  be  any  income 
not  allocated  to  individual  funds. 

THE  BALANCE  SHEET 

The  comparative  balance  sheet  submitted  herein 
under  Exhibit  A  was  prepared  from  the  results  of  our 
audit  and  examination.  It  will  be  found  by  compari- 
son that  the  balance  sheets  filed  with  this  Commission 
as  of  the  corresponding  dates  are  not  in  total  agree- 
ment. The  Financial  Report  submitted  each  year  to 
this  Commission  and  certified  by  the  Selectmen  and 
Treasurer  should  reflect  the  true  financial  condition 
of  the  Town  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  period,  together 
with  the  financial  activities  of  all  town  officers  for  the 
corresponding  period.  It  should  also  be  in  agreement 
with  individual  reports  submitted  by  the  Tax  Collect- 
ors, the  Town  Clerks  and  any  other  town  officers  re- 
ceiving town  funds.  Such  individual  town  officers' 
reports  are  in  effect  supporting  records  of  balances  as 
shown  in  the  balance  sheet  at  the  end  of  any  given 
fiscal  period. 

It  follows,  therefore,  that  the  Selectmen's  records 
must  be  complete  and  in  agreement  with  the  Town 


Treasurer's  accounts.  They  must  obviously  include 
activities  of  all  town  officers  to  and  including  the  last 
day  of  January  in  each  year.  This  not  'only  implies 
but  necessitates  accurate  and  detailed  information  to 
enable  reasonably  accurate  and  informative  reporting 
to  the  taxpayer  and  to  this  Commission. 

CASH  BALANCES 

Cash  on  hand  and  in  bank,  as  reported  in  the  bal- 
ance sheet,  Exhibit  A  in  this  report,  represents  a  veri- 
fication as  of  December  22,  1941,  by  actual  count  of 
cash  on  hand  and  verification  of  cash  in  bank  by  recon- 
ciliation of  bank  statements  obtained  directly  from 
the  bank  where  funds  were  on  deposit. 

UNEXPENDED  BALANCES  OF  APPROPRIATIONS 

We  prepared  the  statements  of  budgetary  appro- 
priations and  expenditures,  submitted  herein  under 
Exhibits  D-1  and  D-2,  from  the  results  of  our  audit 
and  examination.  Exhibit  D-1  reflects  the  activities 
in  appropriations  for  the  year  ended  January  31,  1941, 
and  Exhibit  D-2  refers  to  the  activities  in  appropri- 
ations for  the  current  year. 

We  submit  these  statements  in  a  form  which  in 
our  opinion  is  sufficiently  detailed  to  permit  control 
of  individual  appropriations.  Such  statements  are 
necessarily  in  agreement  with  taxes  assessed  and  re- 
lated income  from  other  sources.  A  study  of  these 
statements  will  show  the  need  of  a  well-prepared  bud- 
get in  sufficient  detail  to  provide  control  and  informa- 
tive reporting  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  period.  Con- 
stant attention  and  control  over  appropriations  will 
facilitate  the  execution  of  implied  and  definite  orders 
given  by  the  voters  at  town  meeting,  and  will  maintain 
tha  stronge  financial  condition  of  the  Town  as  reflected 
by  the  balance  sheet. 

TEMPORARY  LOANS  IN  ANTICIPATION 

OF  TAXES 

Temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of  taxes  are  made 
for  the  primary  purpose  of  meeting  current  expenses 
in  anticipation  of  tax  collections.  It  may  be  noted  here 
that  unexpended  balances  of  school  appropriations  are 
paid  over  to  the  School  Board  before  the  end  of  the  fis- 


cal  year  on  January  31st,  while  the  school  year  ends  on 
June  30th,  following.  This  practice  creates  a  large 
cash  balance  for  the  School  District  during  a  period 
when  the  Town  has  to  pay  interest  on  temporary  loans 
in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

LONG  TERM  NOTES 

By  vote  of  the  town  meeting  held  on  April  29, 
1939,  the  Selectmen  were  instructed  to  issue  notes  or 
bonds  at  the  lowest  possible  interest  rates,  to  refund 
outstanding  town  notes  as  of  January  31,  1939,  as 
follows :

GENERAL 

During  the  course  of  our  audit  and  examination 
we  noted  and  discussed  several  details  of  accounting 
procedure  which  seem  to  cause  difficulties  and  confu- 
sion. The  importance  of  adequate  records  of  credits 
by  discounts,  abatements  and  taxes  sold,  in  tax  ac- 
counting, cannot  be  over-emphasized.  It  was  ob- 
served that  such  records  were  incomplete,  particularly 
in  regard  to  abatements.  It  should  be  remembered 
that  appropriations  are  made  and  expended  on  the  ba- 
sis of  taxes  properly  levied,  and  too  many  errors  or 
unwarranted  credits  by  abatements  may  result  in  act- 
ual deficits  which  are  later  reflected  in  the  tax  rate. 

It  is  equally  important  that  each  town  officer  sub- 
mit a  report  of  activity  and  financial  status  at  the  end 
of  each  fiscal  period,  for  publication  in  the  town  report. 
These  individual  reports  are  also  necessary  to  present 
a  complete  and  accurate  financial  report  of  the  Town 
at  any  given  date. 

The  courtesies  and  attention  extended  to  members 
of  our  staff  throughout  this  audit  are  very  much  ap- 
preciated, and  we  offer  our  sincere  thanks  to  all  officials 
who  so  generously  contributed  their  time  and  efforts 
toward  making  this  assignment  a  very  pleasant  one.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


Schools  in  War  Time 

In  many  ways,  the  fact  of  a  nation  at  war  affects 
our  public  schools.  Tv/o  of  the  most  important  ways 
are  dealt  with  in  this  report : 

(1)  Civilian   defense   preparations. 

(2)  Effect  on  regular  school  work. 

Civilian  Defense 

Our  location,  some  distance  from  large  cities  and 
factories,  makes  air  raids  seem  unlikely.  The  results 
of  surprise  attacks  in  other  parts  of  the  world,  how- 
ever, makes  preparedness  by  all  civilians  the  only 
sensible  course  in  this  war.  The  practice  of  air  raid 
drills  is  being  held  in  all  schools,  that  it  may  become 
a  matter  of  routine.  Each  school  is  provided  with  the 
equipment  suggested  by  State  authorities  for  fighting 
incendiary  fires.  Special  attention  is  given  to  first 
aid  equipment  and  instruction.  The  State  Police  are 
cooperating  in  a  plan  of  finger  printing  all  children  in 
the  State  to  aid  in  identifying  any  who  might  be  separ- 
ated from  their  parents. 

Effect  on  Regular  School  Work 

Greater  interest  is  shown  in  geography  and 
current  events.  Our  pupils  are  becoming  "map  con- 
scious" as  they  listen  to  radio  news  and  read  their 
weekly  newspapers.  Some  pupils  are  knitting  for  the 
Junior  Red  Cross,  working  on  squares  which  will  be 
made  into  afghans.  More  attention  than  ever  is  given 
to  a  study  of  our  American  neighbors,  including  Can- 
ada, as  well  as  Central  and  South  America. 

The  need  of  investing  a  part  of  our  savings  in 
Defense  Stamps  is  emphasized.  Much  stress  is  put 
upon  the  need  of  conservation  of  all  materials  -  rubber 
erasers  for  pencils  will  be  very  hard  to  get,  all  supplies 
are  much  higher  in  price,  therefore  must  be  used  to 
best  advantage  and  nothing  wasted. 
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Visual  Education 

Several  times  during  the  year  our  pupils  have  had 
the  privilege  of  using  one  of  the  most  useful  and  mod- 
ern of  educational  devices,  the  sound  motion  picture 
projector.  Films  on  various  topics  connected  with 
geography,  nature  study,  music,  history,  etc.,  have 
been  shown  in  each  of  the  schools.  With  proper  dis- 
cussion of  the  film  lesson  beforehand,  and  correlation 
with  regular  studies  afterward,  these  film  lessons  can 
be  made  very  valuable.  We  are  especially  grateful  to 
Mr.  Laurence  Webster  and  Mr.  Edwin  S.  Webster  for 
their  generous  contribution  toward  the  purchase  of  our 
projector. 

What  Our  Schools  Are  Doing 

East  Holderness  School 

During  September  and  October,  we  made  a  but- 
terfly collection  as  a  nature  activity.  As  a  part  of 
this  activity  we  watched  the  metamorphosis  of  a  Mon- 
arch butterfly.  This  proved  to  be  very  interesting  as 
well  as  instructive. 

We  submitted  several  articles  of  school  work  to 
be  judged  at  the  Plymouth  Grange  Fair  and  won  prizes 
on  some  of  them. 

Early  in  November  we  formed  a  tonette  band 
which  consists  to  date  of  six  children  with  more  wait- 
ing to  get  their  instruments  before  they  can  join  the 
band.  The  children  bought  their  own  instruments  and 
practiced  after  school  in  order  not  to  take  time  from 
regular  music  classes.  By  Christmas  time,  two  of  the 
group  were  sufficiently  skilled  so  that  they  played  at 
the  Christmas  program  in  the  town  hall.  At  present 
all  six  are  still  having  lessons  and  progressing  rapidly. 

Bridge  School 

Three  girls  are  taking  piano  lessons  and  one  is 
taking  clarinet  lessons,  under  the  supervision  of  Mr. 
Musgrove.  Much  interest  is  shown  in  this  work  and 
fine  progress  is  being  made. 

Grades  seven  and  eight  are  enjoying  the  library 
books   obtained  from  the   State   Library.     They   are 
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used  in  connection  with  their  English  work  and  book 
reports. 

We  are  studying  a  musical  program  over  the  radio 
this  year.  It  is  the  Walter  Damrosch  program,  Series 
B.  This  is  a  series  of  different  programs  broadcast 
every  two  or  three  weeks  on  Friday  afternoons  at  2:00 
o'clock.  The  children  keep  notebooks  on  these  con- 
certs and  enjoy  them  very  much. 

We  are  starting  the  study  of  musical  instruments 
in  an  orchestra.  Pictures  and  descriptions  in  the  form 
of  notebooks  will  be  kept  by  the  children. 

Carr  School 

This  year  we  of  the  Carr  School  have  been  mak- 
ing a  special  effort  on  the  work  in  our  notebooks  on 
English,  Geography  and  Penmanship.  We  are  follow- 
ing current  events  by  making  History  and  Geography 
scrap-books  and  maps.  We  follow  the  Walter  Dam- 
rosch programs  with  Series  B  work  books  and  enjoy 
"Stories  in  Music"  on  the  record  player.  The  primary 
children  dramatize  the  stories  but  the  upper  grade 
pupils  write  and  illustrate  them. 

We  are  learning  to  appreciate  natural  resources 
in  the  study  of  nature  and  have  woven  mats  and  bas- 
kets with  grasses  that  we  have  gathered  and  reeds  that 
have  been  given  to  us  by  kind  friends.  We  appreciate 
our  cooperative  neighbors  and  thank  Mr.  Roy  Melan- 
son  for  the  oak  pieces  he  gave,  that  we  might  have 
swings.  We  are  grateful  to  the  Holderness  School 
for  Boys  for  the  Christmas  Party;  to  Plymouth  Fair 
Association  for  cash  prizes  and  the  Silver  Cup  again 
this  year;  and  to  Proctor  &  Gamble  Co.,  for  $25.00 
cash  prize  for  the  soap  carving  "Our  Neighborhood". 
We  donated  $5.00  to  Golden  Rule  Farm  for  Boys, 
joined  the  Red  Cross  and  through  our  music  super- 
visor Mr.  Donald  Musgrove  bought  records  amount- 
ing to  $5.00. 

We  are  learning  that  drugs,  narcotics  and  liquor 
may  be  harmful  and  that  proper  exercise,  food  and 
sunshine  will  aid  us  to  better  living. 
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Elm  School 

We  are  attempting  to  learn  to  live  together  and 
to  respect  the  rights  of  others,  especially  the  neigh- 
bors near  the  school.  It  is  a  satisfaction  to  see  how 
far  we  have  progressed  along  this  line. 

Early  in  the  year  we  organized  a  rhythm  band. 
We  have  made  a  fine  beginning  and  have  had  parts  in 
both  the  Hallowe'en  and  Christmas  programs. 

We  made  posters  of  timely  interest  for  Thanks- 
giving and  Christmas  and  now  have  begun  a  trans- 
portation project.  We  have  the  most  of  our  material, 
pictures,  articles  and  themes  ready  to  be  made  into 
booklets.  This  project  is  not  completed,  but  will  be 
soon. 

We  are  also  working  on  a  scrap  book  of  the  pres- 
ent war,  which  was  begun  last  year.  This  is  finished 
to  date.  Now  we  are  making  a  study  of  the  world 
and  of  the  relations  of  its  countries  to  each  other,  their 
importance  as  to  products,  world  markets,  locations 
and  other  important  facts. 

Conclusion 

It  has  been  said  that  teaching  may  be  done  to 
groups  of  people,  but  that  learning  is  always  done  by 
single  individuals.  Your  teachers  and  superintendent 
are  keenly  conscious  of  the  fact  that  we  are  trying  to 
help  with  the  education  of  individual  girls  and  boys, 
whom  sometimes  we  do  not  fully  understand,  and 
whose  problems  are  not  always  understood  by  their 
fathers  and  mothers.  We  appreciate  the  friendly  and 
sympathetic  spirit  which  is  so  generally  shown  when 
parents  discuss  these  problems  with  us.  Let  us  con- 
tinue to  work  together  in  these  difl^cult  times  for  the 
good  of  our  children.
